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SPECIFICATION FOR 
WIRES FOR FLEXIBLE CARD CLOTHINGS 

0. FOREWORD 

0.1 This Indian Standard was adopted by the Indian Standards 
Institution on 10 June 1980, after the draft finalized by the Spinning 
Machinery ( Cotton System ) Sectional Committee had been approved by 
the Textile Division Council. 

0,2 This standard is based on ISO 4105-1978 < Textile machinery and 
accessories — Wires for flexible card clothings ', issued by the International 
Organization for Standardization ( ISO ). 

0.3 For the purpose of deciding whether a particular requirement of this 
standard is complied with, the final value, observed or calculated, express- 
ing the result of a test, shall be rounded off in accordance with 
IS : 2-1960*. The number of significant places retained in the rounded off 
value should be the same as that of the specified value in this standard. 



1. SCOPE 

1.1 This standard specifies dimensions, shapes and sections of wires for 
flexible card clothings. 

2. REQUIREMENTS 

2.1 The dimensions, shapes and sections of wires shall be as given in 
Table 1. 

2.1.1 The dimensions of wires given in Table 1 shall be subject to the 
following tolerances: 

a) Diameter (d) Tolerance, mm 

1-42 mm and above ± 0*02 

0*71 mm and above, up to 1*42 mm ± 0*015 

0*43 mm and above, up to 0*71 mm ± 0*01 

0*355 mm and above, up to 0*43 mm ± 0*007

0*305 mm and above, up to 0'355 mm ± 0'008 

0*255 mm and above, up to 0*305 mm ± 0007 

0-205 mm and above, up to 0*255 mm ± 0006 

Height ( h ) 

1*42 mm and above ± 004 

0-48 mm and above, up to 1*42 mm ± 002 

0*305 mm and above, up to 0*48 mm ± 0*012 

Base ( b ) 

0*48 mm and above ± 002 

0-205 mm and above, up to 48 mm ± 0012 

3. PACKING 

3.1 The wires, before being wound on spools, shall be coated with a 
suitable anti-rust coating. The spool (s) shall be packed in a wooden case 
made of well-seasoned timber. The case shall be strong enough to with- 
stand normal hazards of storage and transportation. 

4. MARKING 

4*1 Each box containing spool (s) of wires shall be marked with the 
following: 

a) Type of wire; 

b) Gauge of wire; and 

c) Manufacturer's name, initials or trade-mark, if any. 

4.1.1 The wires may also be marked with the ISI Certification Mark. 

Note — The use of the ISI Certification Mark is governed by the provisions of 
the Indian Standards Institution ( Certification Marks ) Act and the Rules and 
Regulations made thereunder. The ISI Mark on products covered by an Indian 
Standard conveys the assurance that they have been produced to comply with the 
requirements of that standard, under a well-defined system of inspection, testing 
and quality control which is devised and supervised by ISI and operated by the pro- 
ducer. ISI marked products are also continuously checked by ISI for conformity 
to that standard as a further safeguard. Details of conditions under, which a licence 
for the use of the ISI Certification Mark may be granted to manufacturers or 
processors, may be obtained from the Indian Standards Institution.
